SOME COORDINATORS 
Omigosh, ha ve you heard the latest 
Prohibition scandal? Just read this 
The Chief Coordinator (he’s a new 
one) of the United States, who de­ 
termines the amount of alcohol need­ 
ed by the Government in the nine 
areas corresponding to the areas of 
the Army Corps, announced during 
the first week of August of this year 
that the alcohol and liquors >eized 
by the Government during 1027 in 
the process of enforcing the Prohi­ 
bition Law, amounted to 452 272 gal­ 
lons. 
The Customs and Prohibition Offi- 
cers of the United States seize al­ 
cohol and liquors and report their 
seizures to the nearest Area Coordin­ 
ator. 
The Area Coordinator reports 
it to the Chief Coordinator and he 
tells them what to do with the vile 
stuff. 
The Government Is a large user of 
alcohol and the seizures during the 
past year have effected a saving of 
$637,231.—so the 
Chief 
Coordinator 
says. 
The largest users are the De­ 
partments of the War and Navy. 
A 
large amount is used in the powder 
factories at Indian Head. Md. and the 
Picatinny Arsenal in 
New 
Jersey. 
More than 30.000 Government trucks 
require alcohol for radiators in win­ 
ter. 
The medical 
services 
of 
the 
Government use bonded whiskey that 
U confiscated and it no longer is nec­ 
essary to make any 
whiskey 
pur­ 
chases. the seized supplies being suf­ 
ficient. 
All good alcohol and liquor Is now 
either used or stored in Government 
warehouses. 
Large quantities of li­ 
quors and alcohol 
were 
formerly 
clumped in the water or broken up 
on garbage heaps, but that practice 
has been abandoned in the case of 
water stock or that of poor quality. 
‘Tis said the Chief Coordinator and 
his little Coordinators know good li­ 
quor when they see it.

The greatest cause for the present 
Itate of safety, said Mr. Kleckner. is 
of course the devices for protection 
Of the workmen. 
Thousands of dol­ 
lars are spent annually in an attempt 
to make the mill safe for the work- 
fcnen. 


Then too, stated Mr. Kleckner. the 
men are of a more stable type and 
know their business more than the 
old laborers did. 
They have become 
seasoned to the pitfalls in machinery 
Some years ago. when work was plen­ 
tiful. men did not stay so long in one 
place. 
Many of the men were inex- 
perienceH and they did not stay long 
enough in ne place to get acquainted 
with conditions and know the m a­ 
chinery. 
Mr. Kleckner stated that in former 
times they were lucky if there was no* 
a man seriously injured once everv 
two days. 
Emphasis on safety and poster cam­ 
paigns which have educated the work­ 
men has had a lot to do with the 
betterment of safety conditions also, 
stated Mr. Kleckner. 
Workmen are 
much more careful as the result of 
these safety campaigns.

ing in the streets are no more quiet 
after darkness floods the street can­ 
yons. 
There is no hour of the day when 
the person who must have absolute 
quiet to sleep can get it on M anhat­ 
tan Isle. 
Only after the newcomer’s 
brain has adapted itself to going into 
th at subconscious state we call sleep 
wThile the ear drums throb and the 
body vibrates 
with the jars trans­ 
mitted to even the largest buildings 
by the eternal movement of the city, 
does he get any rest.

I know of one man of w’ealth wfho 
never is able to sleep in night time. 
He doesn’t carouse in the nocturnal 
hours, however, but stays at home. 
He has his own organist, and occa­ 
sionally he hires a private orchestra, 
and invariably he has a program of 
music in the hours between midnight 
and dawrn. Two secretaries read him 
bocks and magazines in the intervals 
in 
the music program. 
When the 
sun comes cut of the ocean he goes 
to bed.

A prosaic room down in Broad 
street, near Wall, now is the nerve 
center of the world’s radio traffic.

messages.

For Thames Is 
Plan In London

LONDON, Aug. 21.—A real show­ 
boat, differing from the old-time Mis­ 
sissippi variety only in th at It will 
be steam-heated and have a fixed 
mooring, will soon lie anchored in thq 
Thames off Chelsea, if the plans of 
Miss Judith Wogan, well-known in 
theatrical circles, are carried to fru­ 
ition. 
Application has been made to the 
municipal authorities to sanction the 
conversion of a river barge into a 
floating theatre, and plans are all 
completed for the instalaltion of 300 
seats, a stage, steam heating, elec­ 
tricity, and all the other appurte­ 
nances of a modem theatre. 
Floating Theatre. 
“I originally planned,” Miss Wo­ 
gan said, “to have a floating theatre 
exactly like those used in olden times 
on the Mississippi, and intended :o 
visit villages from one end of the 
Thames to the other. 
“However, I have been informed 
th at this would not be permitted, so 
Instead the barge will be anchored m 
the river, with a gangplank stretching 
to the shore. 
“A Dutch steel barge will probably 
be used, fcr it would be most decora­ 
tive and would mean less danger of 
fire. 
“I am forming a company to give 
one-act plays, pantomimes and vaude­ 
ville of the sort which seems to have 
almost entirely disappeared from the 
music-halls. The show boat will also 
be used as a visiting theatre for per­ 
manent traveling companies.” 
Is Rare Idea. 
Miss Wogan has long been asso­ 
ciated with traveling companies which 
have given performances in barns and 
village halls in out-of-the-way places 
in England and Scotland. 
She hit upon the Idea of a floating 
theatre after the authorities had given 
permission to the British Motor Boat 
club to moor a Spanish Oalleon In 
the Thames off Charing Cross, to t? 
used as a club house. 
It is said here th at only one other 
show-boat at present exists anywhere 
in the world, and th at one in the 
Oulf of Mexico.

This estimate is made by Tom Bow, 
member of the London City Mission 
who works in the common lodging 
nouses of the capital. 
“Heathenism as intense in its own 
way as any to be found among the 
backward races and a prevalence of 
vice and wrong hardly exceeded in 
any capital of the world are to be 
found in London’s metropolitan lodg­ 
ing-houses,” writes Bow in the organ 
of the Mission. 
"Then men are a queer lot,” he 
adds. “The professional begging let­ 
ter writer, street singers, match sell­ 
ers, who are beggars in disguise, and 
social derelicts all live in the common 
kitchens, which are always open.” 
They have a curious “lingo” 
of 
which Bow gives some examples. “A 
pedlar says his ‘stiff’ has run out. He 
has plenty of *swrag,’ ‘snells,’ and 
‘stretchers,’ but he is ‘swing a leg’ in 
order to find an ‘Oxford scholar’ for 
his ‘brief.’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21. — Three 
popular sports—yachting, skating and 
golf—have been contributed to civi­ 
lization by Holland, this year's host to 
the Olympic games, according to a 
bulletin issued by the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. 
Yachting and skating have been 
incorporated 
in the Olympics, but 
soli has yet not been added. 
“All three of the sport terms are 
direct importations from the Dutch 
language; 
golf comes from k o l f , * 
meaning a club; yacht from jacht, 
which originally referred to hunting | 
or the chase, and skate from schaat, 
meaning skate,” the bulletin said. 
Credit for Golf 
“Although the Scotch receive cred­ 
it for shaping golf into the game now 
played, the Dutch are held responsi­ 
ble for its origin. 
Certain etchings 
have been ferreted out of the art 
treasures of the nation, which picture 
the ancient kclf players on the ‘links’. 
So we know that in 1675 the well 
equipped Dutch golfer went forth 
swathed in a mantle like a Roman 
toga, that he carried a muff, and 
wore skates, because kolf was an ice 


y 


game. 
“In place of a golf bag he carried 
a sword in a scabbard. Yet he is not 
entirely an unfamiliar figure as he 
stands boldly in a typical visored cap, 


the same baggy plus fours, the golf 
socks and even the identical snappy 
knee tassels which decorate the fas­ 
tidious golfer today.” 
One stick, according to the Geo­ 
graphic Society, was enough for the 
Dutch player. It was large and like 
a hockey stick. 
The golf balls were 
large, too, and it has been found that 
although the Dutch earned a repu­ 
tation of making the best golf balls, 
the Scotch, even in those days, were 
producing clubs of such quality that 
the Netherlands sent across the North 
Sea for them. 
The chief divergence between kolf 
and golf is that in kolf the players 
aimed to hit a stake In the ice in­ 
stead of trying to sink a putt in a 
cub. 
Other 
pictures 
have b e e n 
found, however, which show that the 
Dutch 
themselves 
transferred 
the 
game to land and substituted a cub 
for a stake. 
The sport of yachting originated, 
authorities consider, on the Zuider 
Zee, that shallow salt arm of the 
ocean which, quite appropriately, was 
the scene of the Olympic yacht races. 
The sport was started by old seadogs, 
who tried to retire and couldn’t. Vet­ 
eran captains grown so rich on the 
sea trade with the Indies and Ameri­ 
ca th at they lived at ease in Amster­ 
dam, compromised with the call of 
the sea by sailing to meet the incom­ 
ing m erchant fleet. 
Skating Developed 
“When word came th at the ships 
were on the Texel roads the retired 
captains would sail out to meet them 
in small, luxurious ships designed like 
miniature galleons,” said the Geo­ 
graphic bulletin. 
“Sailings to meet the fleet soon 
became races, so the old captains 
gradually adapted their little galleons 
to get greater speed. 
One of these 
yachts was presented by Holland to 
Charles II of England, who raced it 
on the Thames, and thus the sport 
became implanted in Britain.” 
The Dutch developed the art of
